SOME CUNNING DEVICES FORTES5 P- 
PING THE UNWARY, 


Mysteries of Faro---Roulette and Load- 
ed Dice---How Cards are “Fixed”--- 
Artifices of Dealing—Keno, Red and 
Black, etc.

The business of manufacturing gam- 
bling implements thrives with the geo- 
eral prosperity of the country. In all 
the — cities, particularly in New 
York and Chicago, there are establish- 
ments whence are scattered throughout 
the country the implements of the 


trade. Although the law confiscates | 


these implements when men are canght 
in the act of using them, there is no 
law inst their manufacture and 
sale. The goods are therefore made 
and sold openly. When the police 
break up a gambling den they take 
away all the tools. But within twenty- 
four hours everything can be replaced 
and the game goes on as before. The 
mails and express cars go constantly 
laden with gambling tools. The prices 
are generally high and vary but little, 
as the competition is not great except 
in the commonest articles, such as 
cards and chips. All the latest im- 
rovements in the mechanic arts are 
brought to bear in the manufacture. 
In short, there is evolution in gam- 
bling as well as in everything else. 
A curious feature of the business is 
that the different processes of cheat- 
ing are unblushingly advertised and 
sold. A reporter recently visited a 
queer establishment of this kind on 
Nassau street, which has been io full 
blast for twenty years. The present 
roprietor has managed the business 
or seven years, and says he bought 
it of a well-koown actor, whose rapid 
rise in the dramatic profession caused 
him to sell out. He is a short, spare 


man, about 42 years old, with keen | 


black eyes. He not only made no 
secret of his sale of implements for 
cheating at various games, but was 
willing to exhibit and explain them. 
He said he had often been told by

“By no means. Of course, if I 
should cut by taking hold of the ends 
the result would be as unfortunate for 
me as for him. But my turn is pro- 
vided for in another way. The aces, 
for instance, may be cut a little nar- 
rower than the other cards; then, if 
you cut by taking hold of the sides of 
the cards, an ace will be left on top 
and dealt to you. There are different 
modes of using the principle of this 
sort of cards, which are called briefs 
and strippers. They are well known 
ia the market. They are specially 
prepared for different games, so as to 
enable the gambler to control the cut- 
ting of the cards.” 

“Do you think that these things 
are used by persons who claim to be 
honest! 

NO HONEST GAMBLING. 

„Honest I do not believe there is 
such a thing as honest gambling. I 
have seen a Man wo $2,000,000 
steal a $5 chip, and I have seen his 
wealthy neighbor compel him to dis- 
gorge $2 50 vn a threat of exposure. 
At the gaming table that sort of thing 
is called hooking a ‘sleeper.’ You 
may take it for granted that if you sit 
down to play poker with a man he 
wants to get your money. The best 
thing you can do is to get his.” 

‘I should think you would spoil the 
sale of these implements by exposing 
them publicly,” suggested the reporter. 

“By no meaus. The fvols are not 
all dead yet. Once in a while a gamb- 
ler tells me that I spoil the sale of 
tools by notifying novices. I will take 
my chances at that. I am not in the 
gambling business now.”

LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cuar. V.—An Act fixing the number of 
officers and employes of the Senate 
and Assembly, to define their duties 
and to establish their pay. 


[Approved January 27, 1881.) 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows:

spective Houses. 
Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the 
Secretary and Assistant Secretary of the 


Clerk of the Assembly, at the close of 
each session of the Legislature, to mark, 
label and arrange all bills and papers 
belorging to the archives of their re- 
spective Houses, and to deliver the 


Houses, to the Secretary of State, who 
shall certify to the reception of the 
same, and upon the production of said 
certificate to the Controller of State, the 
Controller is authorized and directed to 
draw his warrant upon the Treasurer, in 
favor of the above-named parties, for 
the sum of twenty-five dollars each, and 
the Treasurer is authorized to pay the 
same out of any money in the General 
Fund not etherwise appropriated. 

Sec. 6. All officers and employes of 
the Senate and Assembly provided for 
in this Act, shall be elected by the Sen- 
ate aud Assembly respectively. The 


Senate and Assembly may invite minis- 
ters of the different denominations to 
officiate alternately as Chaplains of their 
respective houses, at a compensation, 
for such services, when rendered, of 
three dollars and fifty cents per day. 

Sec. 7. Any of the officers or em- 
ployes mentioned in this Act way be re- 
moved by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers of the House in which they are con- 
nected, for failure to perform the duties

AN AWFUL DEATH. 


Jesse Reafro Valle Under the Wheels 
and is Ground to Pieces. 


One of those fearful accidents which 
become 80 familiar to railroad men 
occurred yesterday morning at Sum- 
mit station. Death rides side by side 
with the engineer on the foot-board 
and the brakeman on the top of the 
swinging car, and the constant asso- 
ciation gives the railroad man a great 
many traits of character peculiar to 
himself. While No. 6, the west-bound 
emigrant train, was pulling ia on the 
switch yesterday morning about five 
o'ciock to allow No. 3 to pass, Jesse 
Renfro, one of the brakeman, fell or 
was knocked from the top of the car 
and was caught beneath the 
wheels, and instantly killed. No 
one saw him fall, and whether his 
feet slipped or he struck his head 
agaiust some snow shed timber no one 
kuows. No. 3 started up as soon as 
the freight train was clear of the main 
track, and her engine struck the body 
aud rolled it over and over, literally 
tearing it to pieces, and throwing the 
front pair of wheels off the track. 
When the remains were picked up the 
sight was sickening. There was 
hardly a whole bone in the body; vi- 
tals and intestines were found scatter- 
ed about and torn to fragments, A 
dog belonging to the track walker 
kept up a continuous barking, as if 
trying to draw attention to the body. 
When No.3 came up he ran along- 
side the engine barking all the time 
until it stopped. Mr. Renfro left a 
wife and two small children, who live 
jo Sacramento. He also had a sister 
in Dayton, Nevada.

THE CZAR MURDERED! 


BLOWN UP BY BOMBS IN THE 
STREET. 


The Assassins Arrested-Many Persons 
Injured by the Explosivn—Alexan- 
der III Succeeds to the Throne. 


The Assassination of the Czar. 
[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE. ! 
Sr Pererssure, March 13. 

As the Emperor was returning from 
parade at Michael manege about 2 
o'clock this (Sunday afternoon)a bomb 
was thrown which exploded uoder the 
Czar’s carriage, doing considerable 
damage to the vehicle. The Czar 
alighted unhurt, but a second bomb 
was exploded at his feet, shattering 
both legs below the knee, and inflict- 
ing other terrible injuries. The Czar 
was immediately conveyed in an un- 
concious state to the Winter Palace, 
where he died at 4:30 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

Two persons were concerned in the 
crime, who were seized immediately. 
The explosion also killed an officer and 
two Cossacks, Many policemen and 
other persons were injured. The two 
assassios are young men, evidently in- 
telligent and of good family. They 
are both defiant, and proud of their 
exploit. 


Another Czar to Kill. 
Sr. Peterssure, March 14. 
This morning Alexander the Third 
issued a proclamation announcing the 
assassination of his father, and hisown 
succession to the throne. He says 
nothing of what his policy will be.
